Dear Mother and Father 

Have at last found time to drop 
you another line. 

We had rather a stiff time the 
past two weeks, but am now hav- 
ing a fine time. The Germans 
made a number of fierce attacks on 
us, but were defeated every time, 
and suffered fearful loss. The 
French troops have now relieved us, 
in the trenches, and a number of 
British (including my Battalion are 
enjoying a well earned rest, in a 
small French town, nearly twenty 
miles away from the firing line. 
We shall be here for at least 2 or 3 
weeks, may be more, anyhow you 
canrest assured that we are quite 
comfortable and safe, for that time. 

Remember me to all at Strath- 
more. 

Nov. 2gth 1914 

I am still in the best of health 
and having a fairly good time. 

We had rather a tough time in 
the trenches a few weeks back, it 
being rather wet and cold, but have 
now had over a week in a quiet 
little French Town, resting and being 
refitted. It seemed atreat to be 
away from the boom of big guns, 
with plenty of good food and a 
good cover to sleep under, for a 
while. We shall probably be here 
for a week or so, and then I hope 
we shall inake a move in the di- 
rection of Berlin, as I believe that 
when we again push forward, the 
Germans will be bound to beat a 
hasty retreat, thus leaving the 
Allies, the truits of a glori- 
ous victory, and themselves having 
to submit to our terms. Anyhow 
we look forward to a speedy end of 
the war, and safe return home with 
the spoils. Best wishes to all the 
Strathmore boys 

Dec. 7th 1914 

Was delighted to receive your 
letter of the gth November, and 
hope there are afew more on the 
road for me. We are still in billets 
in the same small French town, and 
seem likely to remain here fora 
while yet. The Government are 
looking atter us fine, as in addition 
to a plentiful supply of food, we are 
being issued all kinds of warm 
under clothing, and each man has a 
tur coat. It is now certain that if 
we again go to the trenches no one 
will suffer from cold etc. as we did 
a few weeks ago. His Majesty the 
King paid us a visit last week, and 
al. ieee he did not actually gointo 
the firing line, proved that he was 
not atraid to be with his men in the 
field. The Prince of Wales is doing 
his part on the General's staff, so yeu 
may tell the people of Canada, that 
they can be proud of the Royal 
Family, who are now showing to 
the world that they are not mere 
figure-heads, as many of our colon- 
ists supposed them to be before the 
war. 

Dear parents we have not yet 
seen anything of the Canadian Con- 
tingent, who I believe are still hav- 
ing a holiday in England, they will 
have to hurry them up, otherwise 
they will not be here in time to get 
a medal. It you still get the

boas Statistics Rep Report 
for 1914 


We have received the following 
reportfrom the local Registrar of 
Births, Marriages and Deaths, Mr 
J. H. M. Martin, for the year just 
ended, 

There were 63 births registered 
during the year—35 males and 28 
females, 15 marriages were regist- 
ered and 7 deaths. Itis pleasing 
to note that while every other 
industry all over the civilized world 
has suffered to some extent on ac- 
count of the financial stringency 
and the European war, the ‘‘Intant 
Industry” of Strathmore shows a 
marked increase in its out-put over 
any preceding year, 

Mr Martin states there are quite 
a number of persons to his know- 
ledge who have neglected to make 
reports under the Vital Statistics 
Act who will be prosecuted atter 
this publication, if he does not re- 
ceive such reports within a reason- 
able time. 

For the benefit of those concernek

Police Court 


On Saturday January and at

the five months that have elapsed so 
far the roll of killed and wounded 
has gone up into the hundreds ot 
thousands.
